ACCOMODATION FOR 
IMMIGRANTS 


With the rush of pepple already com- 
mencirg while the snow is still deep 
on the ground, the ques.ion is brought 
grominently forward; What is .o be 
done for the temporary shelter of ihe 
thousands who may reasonably be ex- 
pected later on? Hovcel accommoda- 
tion is already taxed ‘to its utmost ca- 
pacity, and in any case the incoming 
immigrant with a family cannot af- 
ford to pay hotel bills even for a shor‘ 
time. Nor is it, desirable that his 
small stock of money should ‘be used 
ap in that way. Means have been 
taken to provide iemporary adcommo- 
dation for immigrants by the erection 
or rental of buildings for that}purpos 
at various points. But it now appears 
that accommodation already provided 
will be absolutely inadequate to take 
eare of the rush; npr is there iime to 
erect buildings. The peoople . are al 
ready om their way, and someching 
should be done to meet them wiih at 
least temporary shelter on their ar- 
rival. There is only one way in which 
this can be done, and that is by pro- 
viding a large number of tenis ai 
each railway point, proporiionate to 
the probable number of incoming peo- 
ple. Where thoge tenis are to be got 
is another question? The immigracion 
department does not own any suffi- 
cient, number, and prebibly a suf- 
ficient number could not be made in 
time, There is oriy gue way ih ; which 
the necessity can be met, and that is 
by the immigration department bor- 
rowing from the militia department 
a sufficient number of army tenis: 
which could be replaced or returned by 
the time they would be required for 
ithe summer encampmenis. The maiier 
is one of extreme urgency and red tape 
or departméntal etiquette should not 
be allowed to stand in the was of 
meeting it creditably. The best mon- 
ey that is expended on immigration is 
that spent in smoothing over the dif- 
ficulties mnecessarity arising on the 
first arrival of the immigrant-and his 
family in the country. It will be the 
greatest mistake the immigration de- 
partment ever made, if when things 
are coming our way’ they take for 
granted that further consideration of 
the welfare of the settlers is not 
needed.

This is one ad- 
vantage that the tmaanufactarers have 
in pushing their campaign, they can 
act as cne man, and no one bui chem- 
selves need know what their plans 
are. There is no dowbt as to the pur- 


pose of the meeiing. it’ was to make 
final arrangements for bringing press- 
ure to bear on parliament at the ses- 


sion now in progress, but what form 
that pressure is io take, no ond ont- 
side the associatiog knows. It dnes 
not appear that there is any division 
amongst the manufacturers on potiti- 
cal lines. They are simply out for the 
stuff, and the so-called liberals among 
them are using their party name for 
the purpose of advancing the joint de- 
signs of themselves and their political 
opponents. : 

While there is an uncertainty as to 
how; the manufaciurers association is 
going to work, there is no uncertainty 
about about the purpose to be achiev- 
ed. A prohibitive tariff is the target 
aimed at. Nothing short of that will 
be esteemed satisfactory. That being 
the case the people, and those who are 
for the moment charged with admin- 
isirating their affairs, may just as 
well make up their minds first as Iasi 
whav are they going to do about the 
demand to be made. There is no use 
semporizing wich an impossibility. The 
manufacturers are demanding . what 
the country cannot conceed and live, 
Nothing else will satisfy them, there- 
fore there is no use trying to satisfy 
them, ty

else, Unless the government and the 
liberal party is prepared to aceept the 
responsibility of introducing and work- 
ing out a prohibitive tariff, it- must 
accep® the hosiility of the manufac- 
turers’ associaiion., If concessions are 
made tc such an unreasonable demand 
it will certainly alienate a considerabie 
Proportion of the nresent supporters of 
the governmen: and party. Enongh 
of tampering with the tariff with the 
view of nleasing the manufacturers 
| has been done to serioust: disconient a 


failime to reduce the tariff to a purely 
revenue basis, the government has lost 
more friends than it bas gained. In 
fact its losses have no: been com peb- 
sated fer by any gain So far from 
hat, indeed, ihat after the govern- 
ment having prejudiced itself in the 
eyes of its low tariff supporiers its re- 
ward as far as political support is con- 
cerned, is the demand made by the 
conservatives and liberals of that 
association that it shall do what is 
clearly and plainly w rong on the mere 
Ground that the ¢ yuuntry can stand it 
ind therefore probably wiil. 
Whatever else 
liscussicn now eang on, ‘the fact of 
the present demands being made and 
the ré¢ 


there may be in the 


asons given for them, sufficieni- 
ly disproves the argument made- by 
he opponenis of che government 
last election that the tariff reductions 
had been ineffectual and wera of no 
practical value to ha consumer or to 
he greai produc ing industries gaper- 
ly. The very ground work and basis 
of the demand for tariff ine rease is 
he reduction in prices of eertain im- 
portant lines as che result of the Brit- 
ish preference. The preference is the 
sticker With ihe manufacturers, 
ind actording to the statement made 
by one of them who atvended che re>- 
sent meeting in Toronio, while they 
Jo not want Co abo ish the British pre 
ference in name, they want the tariff 
raised so that even wiih a preferenge 
on British goods they will have morc 
protcciion chan before °96. The friends 
of the governmeni offering as candi- 
dates in the election of 1900 wera in 
grave danger of being whipsawed be- 
tween the manufacturers wha were 
lispleased ‘because the tariff re- 
ductions bad een made and the farzn- 
ers who were disappointed because 
grcater reductions had not been mada 
Whils the manufacturers’ associa tien 
are doing everything in their power to 
prevent the possibility of such a game 
being worked at the next election 
their able effor:s should be seconded 
by the governmeni introducing such 
tariff amendmenis as would leave. no 
question in the public mind as to iis 
policy being low tariff. It was very 
well in ‘86 to experimen? in an effpri 
to ea.isfy the’ manufacturers and 
give justice to the public. As one part 
of the experiment has turned out a 
total failure ihe other part might as 
well b> pushed te complece success.
